1 he senate adopted a resolution call- 
ing on the secretary of die treasury for 
mormation as to debts due by soutShern 
States on Indian trust funds and on the 
dhrecttaxof 18«l. 

Mr. Mitchell adreesed the senate on 
the bill for tha free coinage of silver, in 
accordance with previous notice. Mr. 
Mitchell said tbe pending bill was not a 
demand for the issue of an unlimited 
moiMtv. as ail agreed that such a policy 
would be aiiieidal. He considered the 
uuestion iik one of the most important

called and Iu•c^ented their credentials 
to President Harrison. 

Secretary Blaine aooompauied the two 
representatives of the new Brariltan re- 
public, and presented them to the presi- 
dent. The ceremonies took place in the 
blue room and wsrs nuudtad by great 
cordiaity. 

Dr. Valente. upon preeenting his cre- 
dentials, spoke as follows: 

Mr. PRXHiDEirr: It is gratifying to me to 
have the honor of placing in your excol- 
leucy'B hands the letter by w hich the chief 
of the provisional govirrniiiput of the United 
States of Bravdi has been pleuwd to confirm 
ma In tha capacity of envoy extraordinary 
and minister plenipotentiary to the United 
States of America. Giving expression to 
the sentiments and the earnest wishes which 
animate the new government of Brazil to- 
wards this grsat repnbUo, and following my 
ewa hnpulMs as well, I beg to assorsyeu, 
Mr. President, that I shall omit no sffort of 
any khid to cultivate the friendly rslatk»s 
that have ever existed between ear two 
countries. I feel very happy to have OBOa 
more the <K'ou*lon to express to your 
excellency the wishes of the government 
and pc<i|>lu of Brazil for tbe iucTSashlg pro^ 
perity of ti>e A>nerican |)eopU'. 

President Harrison replied as follows: 

ilH. Mi.NisTtK: 1 receive you u> t hi- lepre- 
sentative of a now republic— always a >;mte- 
ful duty to tlio government of the l ulled 
States, The p.'acelul course of eve: inat 
has tranHforuie<l tbe empire of fi; ^to 
the United Slates of Brasil has Ik . ob- 
served with deep interest by tha goverument 
and people of this country. It is a souroa of 
profoond satisfaotiml to the American peo- 
ple that the provisional govermnMit of the 
Brazilian rspubUc came into power without 
bloodshed and withotit violence. I trust 
thin eiicuiustnnce may prc\ c a happy augury 
of peaci', progress umi [)r<i-,j)erlty in the 
cnrwr whj<'h now opens to the I'liiti'd States 
of Brazil. Six-nking for the peu|iii' of thi>: 
ouuiitrv, 1' \mI1 be my constant aiiii toculti- 
valo the ni '^t triendly relutionh with your 
government ; to im rett-so t ho per.sonal inter- 
course, aud to enlarge the conuiieivial ex- 
cbanijes betwis'u the two ri'publics. I trust, 
Mr. Minister, that you will find in tbe capi- 
tal a pleasant r s st d snes, as I am sue yon 
will receive a warm weloomsi 

Mr. Mendonm then •ddresaed the 
president and said. 

Prisidbiit: The ohisf «f tbe pro- 
visional government of the United Stataa ot 
Brazil, ban entrusted me with tha affairs ot 
tbe extiaordumry aud special miission near 
the government of the United States of 
America, reviewing the pow»jrb heretofore 
conferr»Hl. iijiim th» thrn« miiiiMt«>r» recorded 
by your excM-Uoucy ou November last. lu 
tha fulfilment of my iniHsiou 1 shail eucWvor 
to deserve the eontlduncu and the est<fin of 
your excellency and your government.

It iiloatrates the paternal plan 
of collecting taxes off the people, at great 
cost, to return tbe taxes to the people."
